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FAST TRAINS IN AMERICA. 


Quite a contrevarsy has been going 
on inthe New York Sun about the 
speed of railway trains in this country 
ani in Eagland. Some correspond. 
ents have contended that a speed 
of a mile a minute is impos-ible. 
An article reprinted in the GazeTre 
yesterday proved that even a higher 
rate of speed has long beea customury 
en several Engli-h rowds, Fveryone 
who bas traveled in England knows 
that te be true. On the mail train 
between Elinburgh and London, over 
many portions of the read the pa-e- 
enger can hold his watch ir hand and 
by counting the milestones know that 
he ia going at least a mile a minute. 
But pow a Sun correspondent comes 
forwarl withthe statement that on the 
Ponnsylvanin Riilrow, and several 
other roads, sixty miles an hour is 
the ordinary rate of speed. He mare 
a trip on a passenger train from Phil. 
adelphia te Jersey City aud carefully 
note i the time made at several points 
on the road. One mile was made in 
604 seconds, and three miles in two 
miuntes and thirty seconds. The 
train was running on ite usual time. 
The correspondent closes his article as 
follows: 

In conclusion, I may say that if I 
have. not established my xs<ertion as 
to the speed of which our lines ure 
capsble, then I donot know how it 
can be done. There are a dozen trains 
on the Pennsrivania read which mike 
a mile « minute on 8 trip. Chas. 
Lyndh. when running the newspaper 
nine, went from New B-unawick to 
Trenton three times in one week in 
25 minutes, the distance being over 
26 miles. Yesterday an ex-President 
of the New Jersey senate sat in the 
seat with me on the train which leaves 
Trenton at three minntes after ten, 
and we together time the train for 
several miles, each of which was male 
inside of a minute. On the day pre- 
oveting, the same train ran from Eliz 
abeth to Newark in five minutes, the 
distince heit 5310 miles. The 
train has run from Trenton to Jersey 
City in one hour and nine minutes, 
making four stops, besides slowing up 
in going throug’) the cities. Allow- 
ing three minutes for the stoppiog and 
starting, and remembering that the 
distanos between the two points 
name? is a trifle under 57 miles, it 
will be admitted that the train mus’ 
have struck a mile a minute at sev- 
eral points on tie route.”

The new constitution of California 
prevides that Chinese shall not be 
empleyed upon any public work, nor

illegal. The city of Portland having 
passed an enactment forbidding the 


by any corporation. 


employment ef Chinese by contractors, 
a suit was brought against the city by 
an injured contractor, and Judge 
Deady decided that the city's ordi- 
nance was unlawful. The grounds of 
his decision are that the Burlingame 
treaty recegnizes the inalienable right 
of a. man to change his home for 
purpose of curiosity, of trade, or as a 
permanent resident.” Judge Deady 
helds that the right to make this 
country their home ne@ssarialy im 

plies that the Chinese have the right 
te labor ia it for a living. 

The Portland case will be carried to 
the Supreme Court for a final decision. 
If Judge Deady be sustained in his 
interpretation of the obligations of 
the Burlingame treaty, it is idle to at- 
tempt to settle the question by state 
legislation. Any laws which states 
might pass, discriminating against the 
Chinese, would be pnulliicd by the 
courts. It may se that the only 
chance for reliei irom the evils of 
Chinese immigration lies iu a modifi- 
cation or abrogation of the existing 
treaty. The desired change must 
then be left to the slow machinery of 
diplomacy to effect.

Infanticide is still com ion in India, 
according to a missionary's letter in 
the Observer, notwithstanding the ef- 
forts of u special judicial department 
created to suppress it. He say-, as 
the re-ult of his personal observation: 
“Only girls are murdered. The in. 
fant is deatroyed in the room where 
itis born, and then it is buried under 
the flour of the same room. On the 
thirteenth day the village priest culls, 
and cooks aud eats his food in the 
same room. This is considered a 
burnt off-ring, and by this act the 
priest takes all of the sin „f the mur 
der upon his own seul, and the family 
is free from it. As soon ns the baby 
is boro ita mouth is filled with the 
milk of the shrub aselipias gigantea, 
aud then it is plastered over with mud. 
Respiration is impossible. When the 
first girl baby is wrenched away in this 
brutal manner, the mother cries and 
moans, and grieves a gol deal, but 
after having lo-t two or three, she get» 
used to it and makes no resistance. 
After the murder and burial and 
burnt offering, the parents again oc- 
cupy the rvom and receive guests in it 
as usual.” The requirement of a 
dowry in order to marry off a daugh- 
ter is the chief reason for the practice.

Friend's Experience. | 


Several good people in Reno have 
criticised unfavorably a short item in 
the Gazettes of last Thursday, in ref- 
erence to Bishop Haven. Probably 
the writer of those few lines has had 
a taste of my own experience with the 
Bishop. In 1873 or 4, an innocent 
girl living on Cios Wing river iu Min- 
nesota, left her home to visit a neigh- 
bor a mile or so away, and was never 
seen again. Shortly after an Indian 
was beating a squaw,and she was heard 
to tell him that if he didn't stop she 
would tell what he did with the white 


girl. Upon being questioned she 
DENIED ALL KNOWLEDGE OF THE MATTER 


but the Indien and his brother, both 
‘bad characters, were arrested. After 
a few days in jail they were separated 
and parties went te each and told 
them that everything was knewo and 
the other brother was hung. Each 
then told all about the matter, but 
put all the blame upon the other, 
whom he supposed was dead. They 
told about striking the girl witha gun 
and where the gun was buried, about 
burning the body and burying the 
bones. 


The gun was found and it was

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The Lecture Last Evening. 


Mr. Tenvey delivered the first of 


historical lectured Sun- 
His subject was The luflu- 
ence of the Jews on the World at 
Large.” He first traced, in rapid re- 
view, their history, giving only the 
bare outline of it from the call of 
Abraham to the destruction of Jerusa- 
lem by Titus. He then spoke of their 
literature, of its antiquity, of its vast 
impression upon mankind, and of its 
marvelous beauty. This literature is 
allembraced within the Bible. He 
then spoke of their religion. He 
claimed that that which distinguished 
them from other nations was the fact 
of their being monotheists. This one 
fact was that which made their influ- 
ence so great and so good, When 


the Assyrians carried them away into 
captivity they were enabled to spreatl 
their belief in a one God among them. 
It was the same when the Babylonians, 
the Persians, the Greeks and the Ro- 
mans held them in captivity. This 
one fact seems to have been the great 
mission of the Jews before the coming 
of the Savieur. They were to be the 
great missionaries to beat down idol- 
atry and to introduce the worship of a 
one God. He then spoke of their fu- 
ture. He claimed that they had not 
been kept distinct from all the other 
nations during the eighteen hundred 
years of their exi.e and persecution 
for nothing. He believed there were 
still prophecies unfulfilled, and that 
these were yet to be realized.

How to Keep off Mesquitoes. 

The mosquitoes are very thick on 
the Meadows how. Wherever there 
is water they abound at this season. 
On all the ranches about Reno where 
irrigation is practiced, they are very 
annoying. Although numerous and 
very persistent here, these are as noth- 
ing to the mosquitoes of Maine and 
Canada. There they are altogether 


more formidable— bigger and more 
ferocious, They will drill through 
the heaviest woolen sock and suck the 
sleeper’s blood. But the mosquitoes 
of the Truckee Meadows are not to be 
despised. Sportsmen who go duck 
shooting now soon find that out. A 
good way to escape their attacks is to 
smear camphorated oil en the skin 
wherever it is exposed. This is simply 
sweet oil with gum camphor dissolved 
in it. Any kind of oil is goodgor the 
purpose as mosquitoes don’t like to get 
thelr feet greasy. The tar that is 
made from the pine is the most effect- 
ual preventive. But any of the veg- 
etabie aromatic oils, such as penny- 
royal, sassafras, etc., using sweet oil 
or glycerine as a base, are good. 
Glycerine is the best substance as it 
does not evaporate.
